Physicians Deter Him, . 

“T have been advised by i physicians 
that the labor necessarily incident te a 
campaign ‘or Governor would, in their 
opinion, seriously impair my health. 

“As it is necessary, under our primary 
election law, for candidates to file a 
declaration of their candidacy by June 6, 
I fee] that the party should at once be-

“T have also been urged by many. to 
cohsent to be a candidate, with the un- 


derstanding that I would not be expect- 


ed to make an extensive or laborious 
campaign. 

“E cannot bring myself to believe that 
guch a course would be satisfactory 
either to '.e party or to myself. 

“I sincerely appreciate the confidence 
and approval that are expressed in these 
requests and it is\only because I feel 
constrained by my duty to my family 
that I have been unwilling to accept the 
position of honor and responsibility that 
has been so. generously offered me.’’ 


Kennish Will Succeed to Mantle. 
Now that Attorney-General Hadley 
has formally declared that he will not 
be a candidate for Governor, the city 
Republican organization will indorse 


‘Assistant Attorney-General John Ken- 


nish as their candidate. Plans have 
been under way for some time to bring 
Mr. Kennish out as a candidate for 
Governor in the event Mr. Hadley de- 
clined to run.

Howard’s Reply to Wife’s Di- 
vorce Suit Mentions Far- 
num, Matinee. Hero.

NEW YORK, April 7.—Howard 
Gould’s answer to Katherine Clemmons 
Gould’s divorce sult is the story of a 
multimillionaire’s wedded life with an 
actress, told in legal phraseology. 

The document is fraught with extraor- 
dinary statements. loaded with charges 
of “improper conduct” with Dustin Far- 
num, the actor playwright, and charges 
of Mrs. Gould’s fondness for intoxi- 
cants, beginning, as alleged, with two or 
three cocktails beforé breakfast, a pint 
of hock at luncheon, brandy highballs 
and unlimited supplies of champagne at 
dinner. Once, it is alleged, she fell from 
her chair-to the floor under the control 
of liquor. 

The matter got into the Supreme Court 
yesterday because of the insistence of 
Mrs. Gould on a jury trial. The Goulds 
are not at all anxious to have the af- 
fair aired in public, wherefore How- 
ard Gould, through his counsel, De Lan- 
cey Nicholl, asks to have the cage tried 
before a referee. It is quite probable 
that Mrs. Gould will have the trial by 
jury which she craves. 

At Hotels With Farnum. 

Howard Gould, with great minuteness, 
alleges that at the Hotel St. Regis in 
this city, at the Bellevue Stratford in 
Philadelphia, and at the Marlborough- 
Blenheim in Atlantic City, his wife, the 
former protege of “Buffalo Bill,” was 
guilty of “improper and immodest con- 
duct’’ with Dustin Farnum. 

Mr. Gould goes even further, and al- 
leges that in September, 1906, his wife 
became “‘enamored and infatuated” with 
Dustin Farnum; that'‘she attended each 
of his theatrical performances and fol- 
lowed him.on the road to Brooklyn and 
throughout New.England, taking him to 
and from the theater in her automobile. 
Mr. Gould says his wife’s conduct in 
this respect became a public scandal and 
was matter of gossip among members 
of Farnum’s company, much. te his 
(Gould’s) humiliation. 

Howard Gould further sets up in de- 
tail that his wife foliowed Dustin Far- 
num to Philadeiphia. in October, 1906, 
when his company was there playing, 
and that she and the actor both stayed 
at the Hotel Bellevue-Stratford and 
later went to Atlantic City together, 
<eigg up at the Mariborough-Blen- 
heim.

Dr. Robert Koch, One of the World’s Leading 


Scientists, Coming Here to 


Visit Brothers. 





Accompanied by his wife, Dr. Robert 
Koch of Berlin, one of the greatest of 
living scientists and medical discover- 
ers, has arrived in New York on his way 
to St. Louis to visit his brothers, Ar- 
nold, Edward and Henry M. Koch, who 
live in or near St. Louis. 

_From New York he Is to go to Niagara 
Falls and from there to Chicago, where 
he will visit his nepnew, Prof. Walde- 
mar Koch of the University of Chicago. 
From there he will go to Keystone, Io., 
to visit a brother, Adolph Koch, who is 
a farmer. He will then come to St. 
Louis, arriving here about April 19. He 
will remain here three or four days, then 
will go to San Francisco and sail. for 
Japan, China and India. 

Studied “Sleep Sickness.” 

Dr. Koch is seeking by his trip to re- 
gain his health, which became {mpaired 
during the past two years in: Africa, 
where he has been studying the disease

known as “sleep sickness.”” He was 
sent there by the Emperor. He does 
not expect to return to Germany be- 
fore 1909. 

Dr. Koch has never before been in 
the United States. Of his St. Louis 
brothers, Henry is a merchant on the 
Olive Street road, and Herman lives at 
6415 Manchester road. 


Societies to Honor Him. 
During his stay here he will be hon- 
ored by the medical societies. He will 
be asked to address them.. He is ex- 


pected to take particular interest in the 
Anti-Tuberculosis Society, which is the 
outgrowth of his discovery of a way to 
combat the tubercle bacilli, the con- 
sumption germ. 

For the discovery of the cholera germ 
Dr. Koch was awarded $25,000 by the 
German Government. He has been hon- 
ored and decorated by emperors and 
kings. His latest experiments have been 
with the malarial fever and typhoid 
fever germs.

She had been in the court room dur- 
ing the trial with little Mildred Hayes 
and her mother, Mrs. Louis Hamilton 
of Washington, Pa., had been there with 
the boy. 

Children Disappear. 

As Hayes passed out of the court room 
to the county clerk’s office, he seized 
his son and dragged him along. He was 
forced to release him, however, to sign 
the application writ of habeas corpus, 
and when he did, Mrs.. Farnum an 
friends grabbed the boy and hurried 
him aboard of a car.

their inquiries. Preceding grand juries 
have investigated the House of Dele- 
gates and have reached the conclusion, 
expressed in their reports, that a cor- 
rupt cdmbination of legislators is using 
its powers for personal gain. 

In their reports they have used the 
strongest terms in characterizing’ the 
members and their acts. They have 
called the House a “menace to decency, 
order and good government” and “a dis- 
grace to the citizenship of St. Louis.”’ 


Home Situation Declared Hopeless. 
The conduct of the members has been 


declared to indicate an ‘“‘adroitly cloaked 
purpose of blackmail.’’ 

The situation in-the House was char- 
acterized as “‘hopeless’’ by the January 
grand jury in the following report: 

“The situation in this body seems 
hopeless, for; we find that in the main 
the members are either without qualifi- 
cation or that they are cynically indif- 
ferent to the duties and responsibilties 
which they have sought and assumed. 

“It seems that all legislation is in the 
control of the few men who head the 
important committees and that these 
members are not actuated by considera- 
tions of public welfare. 

“The action of the majority in this 
body in retaining Daniel E. Naughton 
on the payrolls of the city is a sufficient 
commentary on the character and mo- 
tives of those in control.” 

Menace to Decency. 

The October grand jury paid its re- 
spects to the House in the following re- 
port: 

“The House of Delegates, as constitut- 
ed and controlled, is a menace to de- 
cency, order and good government, and 
is a disgrace to the citizenship of St. 
Louis. f 

“It is a.regrettable and lamentable

Rabbi Harrison’s Suggestion 
That Public Schools Be. 
Used Is Approved. — 





LAW MAY BE BARRIER 





Provides Expenditures for Ed- 
ucation Only of Persons 
Between 6 and 20. 





Members of the Board of Education 
say they are heartily in favor of con- 
verting the public schools into people's 
universities at night, in accordance with 
the suggestion of Dr. Leon Harrison of 
Temple Israel, if it can be legally dae. 

The Board of Education has had this 
matter under consideration for some 
time, and at the meeting of the commit- 
tee on instruction last month the late 
Prof. Soldan was directed to get an 
opinion from the Board's attorney as 
to whether public morieys may be legal- 
ly expended for such a lecture course 
as Dr. Harrison suggested. 

Dr. Frank L. Magoon, president of the 
Foard of Education, said Tuesday that 
he was not informed as to whether 
Prof. Soldan had obtained the opinion, 
but that he woula take up the quest'‘on 
with Attorney Grossman during the Jsy 
so that the matter might be taken ty 
and discussed at the meeting of the com- 
mittee Wednesday. 

Magoon Favors Plan. 

Dr. Magoon said that he was very 
much in favor of the lecture course, and 
that if it could not be done otherwise, 
he would advocate the enactment of a 
constitutional amendment authorizing 
the expenditure of money for that pur- 


pose. 

The Constitution of Missouri provides 
that public money may be expended for 
the free education of persons between 
the ages of 6 and 20 years only. Dr. 
Magoon said the suggestion had been 
made that even if the board did not 
have authority to spend money for ie-s- 
tures, enough public-spirited citizens 
could be found in St. Louis to volunteer 
their finances until a constitutional pro- 
vision could be passed. 


Important, Says Dr. Harrison. 
Dr, Harrison said to a Post-Dispatch 


reporter that he considered the adop- 
tion of the lecture course of prime im- 
portance, and that he, too, would be in 
favor of a constitutional amendment if 
the board cannot now use public funds 
- for lecture courses. 

Elias Michael and Robert Moore; mem- 
bers of the Board of Education, said 
they were very much in favor of ‘the 
plan if it could be carried out. They said 
they thought the money required for 
such @ coyrse would be well spent. 

Dr. Har n said that he would speak 
on this subject. at Temple Israel in the 
near future and would make an effort 
to have Dr. Leitzieger, assistant super- 
intendent of the New York public 
schools, who fathered the plan there and 
had it adopted, to come to St. Louis 
and make a speech on the subject. The 
lectures in New York are attended by 
many thousands of persons in the course 
of a year, and the Board of Education 
expends about $150,000 annually to keep 
them going. 

/. Favors an Amendment. 

“I am not sure,” said Dr. Harrison, 
‘that the provision of the constitution 
which limits the expenditure of public 
moneys to the education of persons be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 20 years would 
be a barrier in the way of having lec- 
tures In the public schools for all the 
people. A broad construction of the con- 
stitution might permit this to be done. 
If it catinot be done otherwise, I am in 
favor of submitting a constitutional 
amendment to the people.” 

‘This matter was discussed by the 
committee on instruction at its meeting 
last month,” said Dr. Magoon. 

“The members of. the committee were 
in favor of it. Prof. Soldan also ex- 
pressed himself as favorable to the plav 
and urged its adoption. 

“The committee asked Prof. Soldan 
to get an opinion from the Board's at- 
torney as to whether the public rioney 
can be spent for lecture courses. On 
account of Prof. Soldan’s sudden death 
T do not know what has been done, but 
I will find out during the day, ad

But You Don’t Have to Swim 
Out—It’s an Absorbingly 
Strong Play. 





F you believe that one person can 
] read the thoughts in the mind of 
another person and bend that oth- 
er’s will to the bidding of his own, and 
that thought-waves on the outside of a 
jury reom can influence the verdict of 
the jury then deliberating behind locked 
doors, and that an inherited aversion to 
any certain thing can lead to murder if 
the thing hated and feared is flaunted 
in tlhe tuce of sthe inheritor, then “The 
Witcehifig\ Hour” wilk seem to you a 
great prea*hment. 

Whether or not you believe those 
things, you will agree that Augustus 
Thomas’ new play, which began a 
week’s engagement at the Olympic last 
night, is distinctly ‘‘gripping’’. in the 
qdulity of dramatic interest. Also, it 
makes an audience think—for which 
God be praised. In these busy times of 
nioney-getting for the sheer sake of 
piling up the dollars, “‘making people 
think” after a hard day’s' chase of the 
coin is considered the unpardonable sin 
—and it’s a bold dramatist indeed who'll 
commit that sin. 

The Play’s Unheralded Star. 

But don’t go to the play expecting to 
find Jack Brookfield, the Kentucky 
gambler, played by Mr. William Morris, 
its héro. He isn’t—the hero of ‘The 
Witching Hour’ is Justice Prentice of 
the United States Supreme Court, ad- 
mirably drawn by: Mr. Thomas and as 
admirably played by Mr. Lawrence 
Grattan. He's an old, old man, but it’s 
his sad little romance, ended 40 years 
before the first curtain rises: and ten- 
derly packed away in memory’s cedar 
chest with a sprig of sweet mignonette 
for frogrance, that touches the emotions 
mores Ceeply than anything else in the 
story. He's a wise, legal-minded man, 
but it’s his say-so as to telepathy and 
thought transference and mental sug- 
gestion and the power.- of. inherited 


faversions. that makes the story seem 


probable. And it’s him whom you'll re- 
meniber long after you've forgotten all 
the other folks in the cast. 

Don’t jump, at the conclusion, how- 
ever, that-‘the other people in ‘The 
Witehing Hour’ are inconsequential. 
They’re not—quite to the contrary, 
they're of considerable importance, 
they’re all ‘‘alive,’’ they ‘‘belong,”’ 
and they’re very cleverly played by the 
members: of one of the Dest companies 
seen in St. Louis this season. But the 
Justice Prentice of Mr. Grattan’s play- 
ing stands head and shoulders above the 
rest, that’s all. 

It’s difficult to say in advance how 
European audiences and critics will 
receive ““‘The Witching Hour” when it’s 
taken abroad shortly for their consider- 
ation, but there’s good grounds for be- 
lieving that it will heighten their respect 
for the American drama, and to this ex- 
tent Mr. Augustus Thomas is entitled 
to our especial gratitude. He has dared 
to go beyond the superficial and the 
crassly obvious in playwriting, and he 
has done skillful work in presenting 
certain beliefs for contemplation as in- 
fluencing and controlling human ac- 
tion, thereby becoming worthy of dra- 
matic attention, and his work cannot 
be dismissed lightly. Earnestness 
sounds in its keynote—earnestness and 
a deep. sincerity—and Mr. Thomas 
stands almost alone among American 
dramatists«as being earnest and sin- 
cere instead of merely veneered with 
those qualities.

“when he puts his mind to it—and this 


time he has put his mind to it, as he 
hadn't done before for many a weary 
The story of young Clay 
Whipple’s killing of the man who 
played so ruthlessly upon his heredi- 
tary taint of monomania, and of how 
he was saved from the gallows by the 
mysterious forces of telepathy, variously 
‘marshaled, holds you absorbed in the 
telling. Its a very tense scene where 
we know that the jury in whose hands 
his fate lies is “out’”’ and accessible only 
to the ‘“‘thought waves’’ created by pub- 
lication of the fact that his prosecutér 
murdered a Govérnor-elect of Kentucky. 
‘There’s a very distinct ‘grip’ in the 
situation where this foiled prosecutor, 
threatening to shoot Jack Brookfield “on 
sight,’’ is made helpless by mental gug- 
gestion that palsies his murderous will. 
We haven't had these factors in our 
drama before—and Augustus. Thomas’ 
daring in introducing them fs, fortunate- 
ly, equaled by his skill in handling 
them for stage purposes, 

‘The Witclfing Hour” takes its place 
as by far the strongest play ever writ- 
ten by Mr. Thomas. He hasn't forgot- 
ten the plain duty of the dramatist in a 
surrender to the fervor of the teacher. 
At every instant it is evident that he 
knows his first task is to entertain, not 
to instruct, and he is eminently success- 
ful in the performance of this task. 
There isn’t a dull moment in “The 
Witching Hour."’ It keeps you interest- 
ed ail the time, despite the fact that, 
almuiiarly, all the time, it is preaching 
to you. ‘he only doubt in your mind 
as to the firmness of its foundation 
comes aiter the fall of the last curtain, 
when you begin to wonder if the 
telepsthic feats performed during the 
story's ‘progress are really possible out- 
side the world of fakery.

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SENATOR STONE’S NEW CLOAK. 

In one of his late proclamations to the people o/ 
Missouri Senator Stone deseribes himself as “‘sim- 
ply an old-fashioned Jackson and Jefferson Dem- 
ocrat.”

It is Mr. Stone’s fault as well as his mis- 
fortune that not once in his entire public career 
has he impressed his fellow citizens as in any 
manner a true follower of the early Democrats 
whose lives were devoted to real service of the 
people.

emphasis. According to a narticipant who de- 
clared that the deliberations were the hottest 
thing he ever saw, one man picked up a chair and 
smashed it over a table, while others expressed 
their views with equal positiveness. 

The publicists and philosophers of jurispru- 
dence have aptly termed the petit jury a bulwark 
o; liberty. It is the ultimate repository of hu- 
man wisdom and the ultimate referendum of all 
kinds. of initiative, wise and otherwise. And one 
of its particular values consists of the fact that 
it expresses its function, which is to say what the 
enlightened people want or do not want, equally 
well everywhere; whether in Chicago or in St, 
Louis. Lawmakers should ever have in mind that 
the jury always has the last say; it is the final 
will and law. Sometimes ‘t approves and some- 
times it disapproves sumptuary legislation. 

St. Louts is to be felicitated upon getting what it 
wants through this constitutional medium. So, 
too, we take it, is Ciiicago.

BANKERS AND MANUFACTURERS 
OBJECT TO ALDRICH MEASURE 


Resolutions Forwarded From St. 
Louis Declare Enactment Would 
Disturb Country. 


Resolutions adopted by the bankers 
of St. Louis and of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Business Men's League, 
protesting against the enac!ment of the 
Aldrich currency bill, have been for- 


warded to the Missouri representatives 
in Congress. The resolutions will be 
laid before the President. ° 

The bankers especially object to the 
provision of the bill requiring banks 
outside of reserve centers to hold te 
their own vaults four-fifths of the re- 
serve required. They Insist this would 
mean that from $150,000,000 to $200,000,000 
would be withdrawn from business and 
lie idle in the banks. 

The resolutions point out that it is un- 
safe for banks in rural communities to 
have large amounts in their vaults be- 
cause of the inadequate police protec- 
tion. The measure is declared to be rad- 
ot and the bankers say its enactment 
would seriously disturb financial condi-
